The explaT ifltinn nf t he Invention 

The present invention relates to a ball for practice of golf which is mold to a polyhedron such as 
cube, tetradecahedron, icosahedron and other polyhedron by using ^thetic resin having bubble 
and resilience such as foamed polyurethane, foamed polypropyrene and the like. 

The efiBbct of the present invention is that a player can find the direction of ball easily even when 
hit the ball strongly because of the air resistance and short distance as a few meter, so that it is 
easy to collect the balls. Also, a player can see the direction of the hit ball and the quality of the 
ban (*viously when hit, so that the pkyer can judge whether his sw Purthei; 
hittii^ sound and response of the inventive golf ball is similar to the genuine ball, so that a player 
can conduct swinging practice and feeling practice which cannot be obtained by prior balls, in the 
interior of a room and outdoor. 
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
